Will Start In September ‘Says Com¬ 
mander C. D. Burney 
Washington.—Commander C. D 
Burney, a member of the parliament 
of Great Eritain, told President Cool- 
Idge that plans have been made for 
the Inauguration in September of a 
regular air service between London 
and New York in which a fleet of six 
gigantic lighter-than-air ships will 
regularly cross the Atlantic ocean. 

Commander Burney, who said he 
was the designer of an airship as 
large as the steamer Mauretania and 
now being built in England, said that 
the ship would make the passage 
from London to New York in 38'hours 
and the other way in 48 hours. 

He said the cost of a passage will 
be $400 and that a ship would leave 
London every other day and New 
York on alternative days. The com¬ 
pany expects the ships to land in 
either Montreal or New York, depend¬ 
ing on prevailing winds. 

In addition to 100 passengers, the 
airships will be able to handle ten tons 
of freight or mail, Burney said.

r summer of 1877, only a few days 
before the first locomotive engine 
entered Western Canada, the most 
important treaty between the Cana¬ 
dian Government and the Indians of 
the plains was signed. 

It was treaty No. 7, the one that 
brought peace to the great plains and 
threw open a new empire for settle¬ 
ment. The historic document was 
signed on the banks of the Bow River 
just east of Calgary and near the 
Canadian Pacific Railway station of 
Cluny. It is, possibly, a greater 
tribute to the red men than to his 
white brothers that the terms of the 
treaty has been lived up to in every 
detail. ' 

On September 22, 1927, the fiftieth 
anniversary of the memorable occa¬ 
sion, hundreds of people from all 
walks of life, representatives of 
various tribes of Indians an® officers 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police gathered at the historic spot 
for gn impressive memorial service 
where a cairn and tablet had been 


erected. Mrs. James F. Macleod, 
widow of the late Colonel Macleod, 
commissioner of the old Royal North 
West Mounted Police, unveiled tile 
tablet. It was Colonel MacLeod who 
was successful in securing the signing 
of the treaty 50 years ago. The cairn 
containing the tablet is in close 
proximity to the grave of Chief Crow¬ 
foot, who in signing the treaty flung 
open the great plains for settlement, 
peaceful settlement, by the whites. 
Mrs. Macleod and her son Norman 
placed wreaths on the nearby grave. 
Stonys, Crees, Blackfeet, Peigans and 
Sarcees were represented by chiefs at 
the ceremony. Hon. R. B. Bennett, 
K.C..M.P., spoke at the gathering, 
tracing the incidents that led up to 
the signing of the treaty. He also 
quoted from the speech delivered at 
the time by Chief Crowfoot as fol¬ 
lows: 

“While I speak, be kind and 
patient. I have to speak for my people 
who are numerous, and who rely on 
me to follow that course which in the 


future will tend to their good."The 
plains are wide. We are children of 
the plains; it is our home and the 
buffalo has been our food always. 
I hope you look upon the Blackfeet, 
Blood and Sarcees as your children 
now and that you will be indulgent 
and charitable to them. 

“They all expect me to speak now 
for them and I trust the Great Spirit 
will put into their breasts to be a 
good people — into the minds of the 
men, women and children and their 
future generations. 

“The advice given me and my 
peoplg has been very good. If the 
police had not come into the country, 
where would we all be now? Bad men 
and whiskey were killing us so fast 
that few, indeed, of us would have 
been left today. The police have 
protected us as the feathers of the 
bird protect it from the frosts of win¬ 
ter. I wish them all good, and trust 
that all our hearts will increase in 
goodness from this time forward. I 
am satisfied. I will sign the treaty.”

Jl among tiie Selkirk Mountains in 
the broad valley of the Columbia 
river, in British Columbia, is noted 
for two things: its National Park, 
situated on top of Mount Revel- 
stoke, and its world famous ski- 
jump where world records have been 
made and up to the present date not 
surpassed. 

The Revelstoke Winter Carniva 
extends from February 6-10 in¬ 
clusive. During this celebration the 
fourteenth annual ski-jumping tour¬ 
nament takes place on February 
7-8. The famous hill, where the 
jumps are made, has a total length 
of 1,780 feet, with a runway of 600 
feet. The distance from the take off 
to the farthest point at which a safe 
landing is assured, is 280 feet, or 
40 feet beyond the present world 
record.

Nels Nelson, a brakeman on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, estab¬ 
lished his world record jump of 
240 feet in 1925. The woman’s 
record jump of 84 feet was also 
made on the Revelstoke ski hill in 
1922, by Isobel Coursier, a record 
which still stands. 

Little children in this mountain 
town who can do little more than 
walk begin to ski as soon as there is 
sufficient snow and they are brought 
up to think no more of skiing ths 
tne average child thinks of walking. 
The children have their own hill and 
little jumps from which they gradu¬ 
ate one by one. 

Revelstoke has an unusually large 1 
skating riiik for the size of the town 
and there are four curling rinks. The 
dates for the Banff Winter Carnival 
are from February 4-11. making it 
possible for sport enthusiasts to

out-of-doors and winter sports are 
an important factor in the lives of 
young people in this land of the 
maple leaf. Quebec and Montreal 
are the two eastern centers for sports, 
Winnipeg in the middle west and 
Banff and Revelstoke still farther 
west. Western Canada has an 
abundance <Jf sunshine and the 
weather is all anyone could desire 
for it does not freeze and thaw 
alternately, postponing special com¬ 
petitions or trips, but remains a 
fairly even temperature.
